tradesman. Some of the&e cndt may 
be gwxl enough in themselves. I do 
not discuss tno question. But they an: 
not the proper end of education. And 
they arc not, because Ilicy are sec- 
ondary, minor, special ends. They arc 
not the major ends in life, thtough they 
are often mistaken for feucli. We are 
pre'.ty far from tine mark when we. mis- 
take for education any training-which 
has a partial and special end in n'ew. 
To erect any one of <h&se ends into the 
end and declare it to be the goal of edu- 
cation is to fall by the wayVidc and de- 
liberately to turn one's face awny from 
the New Jerusalem of the inlrllrct. 


The end in education should bo ihe 


major enrl. It should be the very biff- 
gest thing in life, the mo^t general a.nd 
far-ieachinfr good the mind cat] formu- 
late. We flieat ourselves, WP cheat tho 
children, if we express <ih<= end in terms 
any less catholic than this. Tt may in- 
clude good citizenship, wise parent- 
hood, successful bread-winning, literary 
or technical skill, but it i.s not jmy on< 
of these things. The greatest thing in 
life is life—life in its fullness nnd to 
tality. It is this tlhat ednealion should 
set its fare toward. Its end should be 
wholeness, integrity, and nolhintr IPK' 
tha.n this. It is failse t« its miss'on i1 
it tt-.Tn aside into any of line bypaths ol 
convenience, of industry, or even of nc 
complisTiment and erudition.—"Dr. C. TT 
Henderson, in Apple-ton's Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

The re-enforcements now arriving from 


Spain are being hurried Jiuo Pinar del 
JSio Province as rapidly as possible. In 
the last week 15,000 troops have been sent 
into that Province.

and Mantua have been strengthened and 
many new posts established along the 
western railway. General Arolas, with

is strengthening the 


trocha garrisons, which have been deci- 
mated by yellow fever.

service west of the trocha.

Weyler intended to to leave Havana 


Sunday for Pindar del Rio,with an escort 
of 200U cavalry, but postponed his depart- 
ure, owing to the Hoods in the western 
province. The Hoods have almost destroy- 
ed the t^ocha, entire sections of the line 
being washed away. 
General Arolu's 


headquarters, at Artoinmisiii, havj been 
destroyed and the entire line is under 
water. Just .south of Artomisia a guard 
house, eontaming forty Spaniards, was 
washed away and cvoiy one of the soldiers 
drowned. 
During the storm many of the 


insurgents crossed the trochain boats, 
while others swam. As soon as the floods 
subside. Weyler is expected to take tho 
field in person.

EFFECT OF HEAT. 


Xba Human System Can Become Cited to 


a liiffli Temperature, 


No one eu,n tell how high a ternpera- 


tura man can endure un.til lie is sub- 
jected to the trial. The effect of an, in- 
tensely-heated atmosphere in causing1 
death has been, but 
little studied. 


"Some years since," sajs Dr. Taylor, 
the eminent jurisprudent, 'T was con- 
sulted in one casein which the captain 
of a steam vessel was charged with man- 
slaughter f opoausing a man to be lashed 
within a short distance of the stoker 
hole of the furnace. The man diet! in a 
few hours, apparently from the effects 
of his exposure. Yet the engine rooms 
of steamers in the tropics have been 
observed to have a temperature as high 
as 140, and engineers after a time be- 
come habituated 1o this excessive heat 
without appearing to suffer materially 
in health. Tn certain mnnufactorieo the 
body appears to acquire «. power, by 
habit, of resisting these Ligli tempera- 
tures; still, it has been proved that 
many suffer severely. In a report on 
the employment of children (Tjondon) 
it is stated that in a glass manufactory 
a thermometer held close to a boy's 
head stood at 130 degrees, and as tihe in- 
spector stood near to observe the in- 
strument his hat actually melted out of 
shape. Another boy had his hair singed 
by t\he heat, and said that his clothes 
were sometimes singed, too, while a 
third worked in a temperature no less 
tlmn 150 degrees. Amid this tremen- 
dous heat they carry on work which re- 
quires their constant attention. They 
are incessantly iu motion." 


In the Turkish baths higher tempera- 


tures than this have been noted, but 
there is reason to believe that serious 
symptoms have been occasionally pro- 
duced in persons unaccustomed to them, 
and that in one or two cases death has 
resulted. All sudden changes from a 
low to a Hugh temperaiture are liable to 
cause death in aged persons or those 
\vho are suffering from organic dis- 
eases. In attempting to breathe air 
heated to temperatures varying from 
ISO to 200 degrees there is a sense of 
suffocation, with a. feeling of dizziness 
an'd other symptoms indicative of an 
effect on tha brain, and the circulation 
is enormously quickened. An inquest 
was held on the body of a stoker of an 
ocean steamship. He had been bj' trade 
a grocer and was not accustomed to 
excessive heat. Whfle occupied before 
the engine furnace he was observed to 
fall suddenly on the floor in a state of: 
insensibility. 
TYhen carried on deck 


it was found he was dead. All that wia 
discovered on a post-mortem examina- 
tion was an effusion of serum into the 
ventricles of the brain. It has now be- 
come one of the recognized causes of 
death in this countrty. In some cases a 
person may sink and dio frqm ex- 
haustion, or symptoms of cerebral dis- 
turbance may contimie for some, time 
and the case ultimately prove fatal. 


Dea*h from sunstroke, when it is not 


immediately fatal, is preceded by some 
well-marked symptoms, such as weak- 
ness, giddiness, headache, disturbed vi- 
sion, flushing of the face, followed by 
oppression and difficulty of breatihing, 
and in some cases stupor, passing into 
profound cooria. Tbe skin is dry and 
hot and the heat of the body is much 
greater than natural. 


Walk slowly and don't fret and yon 


will not experience «a$ihir.g of that 
sort.—Philadelphia Ti
